them. They claim to have made a treaty 
aad now they want It executed. 
Some 


Indians claim tbat If they are not soon 
notified of the government's Intention to 
remove them they will go ot their own 
accord. To day they gathered on hone- 
back In large bands and discussed the 
question vehemently. The squaws take 
part, and neglecting for hours to come to 
receive their rations. After tbn council 
closed they dispersed as If by. magic. 
. and not an Indian was to be seen within 
flve minutes afterwards, which shows to 
what extent the excitement prevails, as 
It bit always been their custom to re- 
main at the agency and dance'until dark. 


Agenl Bartholomew say* the council 


was owing particularly to 
the call 


printed In a neighboring paper, and It 
w«* the largest council of chiefs and 
headmen that he has -ever -teen at the 
agency. The mental excitement mani- 
fested by tbe Indians was Intense, and 
the situation wss so critical .that Agent 
Bartholomew w" summoned from the 
Jlcarllla agency, lie says the Indians 
absolutely refute to accept ,tbe stock 
and cattle which be has been Authorized 
by tbe'commission to Issue to -deserving 
member* of this tribe, but tEty^want 
what I* theirs by treaty stipulations and 
nothing more. ^

They are also excited over the non- 


a.flvalof their gratuity, money, which 
they **y they have eained. Concluding, 
Agent Bartholomew *»y«: "I «*n,«s 
sure yon that everything Is being d£ke 
tbat t.A hi. and I'don't apprehend any 
immediate danger other then that the 
Indians are liable to move over Into 
Utah aad establish themselves on their 
new ii*erv*tion, as they now claim It 
is them, and it will tske all tbe troop* 
there are in this section to retum them.'

tnade on the Xow .York Central, near 
G'reenbnsb. Luckily no lois of life or 
serious Injuries 
resulted. 
The train 


wrecked was on Its way to Montreal, 
consisting of eight sleepers, well tilled. 
It was derailed, but barring a shaking 
up'b't tho passengers and the bruising of 
half a dozen or so, nothing more serious 
than the wrecking of the cars resulted. 


The train was 2."i minutes late, running 


So miles an hour, wbcn the engine struck 
an obstruction, was lifted into the air 
and tbe whole train thrown from tbe 
track. Tbe engineer and fireman stuck 
to their polls. The first sleeper, con- 
talnlng-21 passengers, slid down the em- 
bankment and turned on Us sltte. None 
ot the passengers were injured outside 
of a few bruises. The second coach 
turned a somersault, landing In the ditch 
bottom side up. .In this car was one 
pxtcnger. named 
Miss 
Garkcn, of 


Brooklyn, tbe conductor and porter. 
Xelther wss dangerously hurt, though 
Mlss*Garkcn received a severe blow on 
the bead and was .most hurt of all tbe 
passengers. Tbe third Cir was thrown 
across the ditch. 
There were about 


eight 
passengers 
in 
the. coach. 


The other flve sleepers did not leave tbe 
rood-bed. A number of passengers Were 
cut and bruised In extricating themselves 
Irom tbe wreck. 


Investigation as to tbe cause of tbe 


disaster showed a rail jammed Into the 
cattle guards, wedged with timbers and 
securely heSd by fi«fc plates. The whole 
arrangement w»« placed In a slanting po- 
sition to lift the train clear off the track. 
1 he teanli showed the judgment of the 
fiends who placed the obstruction on tbe 
track w»« unerring, and their purpose 
w»s succeilfuIlT accomplished. 
Contin- 


uing tbe Investigation ri-tealed a similar 
obstruction on the south bound trark, i 
little way below. No stone will be left 
unturned to discover the perpetrators ot 
the dastardly outrage. A relief train 
brought all tbe passengers back here. 
They number sixiy-tbree. It was evi- 
dently the Intention to wreck the freight 
train toon due on tbe soulb track, as tbe 
regular Mostreal passenger bad p-ised.
